Arrangements have been complet­ 
ed for the holding of a Horticultural 
Demonstration meeting October 14th 
in the orchard of T. J. Stanfield, three 
miles southeast of Seymour. 
This 
meeting is the result of a recent con­ 
ference held with a representative 
of Purdue Experiment Station by 
interested parties of the community 
and is planned in the interests of 
every farmer in the county. 
At the morning session questions 
will be discussed which relate to gen­ 
eral orchard management. 
Pruning 
will be explained, the orchards of the 
community criticised and discussed, 
right and wrong pruning methods and 
their results will be illustrated by the 
object lessons furnished by the or­ 
chard in which the meeting is held, 
and one or more trees pruned cor­ 
rectly 
to 
demonstrate 
the 
points 
brought out in the question. 
Suit­ 
able pruning tools will be carried by 
the speaker. 
At the afternoon session the ques­ 
tions of insect and disease control 
will be discussed with special refer­ 
ence to spraying. 
In the discussion 
the principles which govern spraying 
practice will be explained and such 
insect and disease specimens identi­ 
fied as have been brought in. 
The 
methods of making sprays for the 
San Jase scale, the apple scale and 
the codling moth will be explained and 
the materials prepared 
before 
the 
audience so that they may observe 
the different steps in the process. 
Spray pumps and accessories will re­ 
ceive 
attention 
also. 
Those 
pro­ 
vided from the neighborhood will be 
discussed and their merits and dis­ 
advantages brought out. 
Some of 
the spray materials will be put on the 
trees in order to demonstrate the 
points to be observed in thorough 
spraying and in order to emphasize 
the qualities necessary in an efficient 
outfit. 
Every farmer with his family is 
urged to attend this demonstration. 
The hours of meeting will be from 9 
a. m. to 12 a. m. and 1 p. m. to 4 p. m. 
The application of scientific methods 
in the care of an orchard has been 
well demonstrated at the Stanfield 
orchard this year. 
It has been man­ 
aged and cared for under directions 
of Purdue 
representative 
and has 
produced a very large and profitable 
crop. 
Other local men have plans 
for putting out large orchards and 
eventually the apple crop may be one 
of the most important of the county.

Lisbon, Oct. 8.— Arriv ing here, one 
found it hard to believ e that the city 
bas just passed through a rev olution 
reaulting in the subv ersion of a long 
established regime. 
T here is perfect 
o rder ev erywhere. One’s preconceiv ed 
idea of a mob-ridden capital in no wise 
accords with the aspect of Lisbon to­ 
day. Public life is going on almost as 
usual. 
Cheers which greet the occa­ 
sional passing of a troop of soldiers, 
headed by a band playing the republi­ 
can hymn, and the univ ersal display 
of the republican colors, red and green, 
a re practically the only outward ev i­ 
dences of the momentous change. 
Al­ 
m ost ev ery man, woman and child 
w ears a cockade or red and green rib­ 
bons knotted like soldiers’ epaulets. 
E v en the horses and mules are decor­ 
ated with republican emblems. 
Nobody m entions King Manuel or 
th e monarchy either in pity or con­ 
dem nation. 
They are topics which 
hav e ceased to interest the people, and 
ev en the w hereabouts of the king 
seem s to be unknow n. 
The royal pal­ 
aces of Ajuda and Necessidades are 
occupied by soldiers, who scrupulous­ 
ly guard the v aluables therein. 
The 
palaces will probably he conv erted into 
museums. 
T he destruction by the bom bard­ 
m ent and street fighting is much less 
th an might be expected. 
The guns of 
th e warship were ev idently laid too 
high to do much damage. 
There has 
been no serious fighting since Tues­ 
day morning, although tnere was some 
skirm ishing Thursday night. 
A large 
num b er of m ilitary and nav al officers 
yesterday swore allegiance 
to the re­ 
public enmasse. 
T h e most excitement since the out­ 
break was in connection with the proc­ 
lam ation of the republic W ednesday, 
w hen the people thronged the streets 
delirious with enthusiasm and cheer- j 
lng the leaders, warships and soldiers. ; 
Admiral Reis, leader of the rev olu- , 
tlo n, committed suicide Tuesday in the j 
belief that the plans had m iscarried 
and that the republican cause was 
lost. 
His bo dy and that of Prof. Bom- 
barda. whose m urder by a m ilitary of­ 
ficer 
precipitated 
the 
rev olt, 
hav e 
since been lying in state in the munici- | 
pal chamber aw aiting interm ent in the 
national pantheon. 
Alarm was caused last night by a 
report that loyal troops from Torres 
N ov as were m arching to attack the 
capital. 
M easures of defense were 
rapidly taken, and the streets were 
cleared. 
It seems that I ?nhor Azev e- 
do, foreian m inister in the deposed 
cabinet, sent nis son to Torres Nov as 
to bring troops, but they refused to 
come. 
The son was arrested, but the 
fa th e r escaped to Spain. 
It is stated 
th a t Infanta Affonso. after fighting he­ 
roically in the streets at the head of 
th e royal troops, was captured by the 
v ictorious 
republicans, but was 
re­ 
leased by order of the leaders and di­ 
rected to join his royal relativ es at 
M afra. which place he reached without 
m olestation, the royal family later go­ 
ing to G ibraltar in the royal yacht. 
All 
the 
royal 
m inisters 
except 
Franco, the former prime m inister, are 
prisoners on w-arships. 
Republican 
troops are still concentrated on the 
principal plaza. 
They also occupy all 
o th er strategic points with the v iew to 
possible attacks, and will hold them 
until the regim ents in the prov inces 
h av e giv en their adherence to the re­ 
public. 
Foreign 
Minister 
Machado 
says the army and nav y and people in 
ev ery pari of the country are joining 
th e republic. 
flk <Sempor Fosta, m inister of justice, 
Announced that the object of the gov ­ 
ernm ent's policy is “to introduce a 
pure, progressiv e administration with­ 
in the Tfcpublic and to consolidate on 
a moral and practical basis the good 
relations of Portugal with foreign na­ 
tions. 
The gov ernment, it is added, will

New York, Oct. 8.—The audience of 
the legislative graft hunt com m ittee 
hearings learned that to accelerate 
the bills granting a bounty on sugar 
m aking in this state, or the raising 
sugar beet;*, it cost to secure the p a s ­ 
sage of suey bills about what the bills 
profited those engaged 
in 
securing 
such bounty legislation. 
This was de­ 
veloped in the examination of Fred 
Steigerwald, a Staten Island Holland­ 
er engaged in the sugar refining busi­ 
ness, who testified th at he bad paid 
H. F. Zimmerltn, legislative agent for 
the Lyons Beet Sugar Refining com­ 
pany $ 19,259.70 to apply to legislative 
purposes. 
Zimmerlin had previously 
testified to specific paym ents of “tok- 
ens of appreciation,” in some instances 
as high as $3,000 the token, to certain 
legislators in 1905. 
Some of the law­ 
m akers 
nam ed 
by Zimmerlin have 
since died. 
Mr. Steigerwald said that when he 
went into mid-state to encourage do­ 
mestic sugar inuustrv the state was 
paying a bounty on sugar refined from 
beets. 
The state agricultural depart­ 
m ent under which the bounty law was 
operated had the appointm ent of many 
weighers and inspectors and other of­ 
ficials. 
Counsel inquired how' many 
officials the state agricultural depart­ 
m ent employed and assigned to his 
little refinery to see that the law was 
properly operated, and the oldest mem­ 
bers of the com m ittee gasped as the 
witness replied: 
“From sixty-five to 
seventy, yes as many as seventy-five 
men w'ere employed by the state ap­ 
pointed by the agricultural departm ent 
to see that the bounty law was ob­ 
served at our refinery.

Pearls From Cocoanuts. 
Few* people know that the cocoanuts 
of the Malay peninsula sometimes pro­ 
duce pearls th a t are highly prized by 
the natives. 
The stones a re not unlike the pearls 
of the mollusks and are sim ilar in 
composition to the oyster pearls, hav­ 
ing calcium carbonate and a little or­ 
ganic matter. 
The mollusk pearl is 
said to come into existence by the ef­ 
forts of the oyster pearl to dispose of 
irritating particles th a t have entered 
the shell. But the cocoanut could have 
no cause for producing ttmse concre­ 
tions. which, while they have great 
similarity to th e pearl, are not pearls. 
These concretions form ju st beneath 
the stem, and a

brings a high price, as it is supposed 
by the natives to possess some kind of 
a charm. 
Cases have been known 
w here the cocoanut pearl has been 
sold as a mollusk product, but su<*h 
Instances are rare.

pine to elm.

AMBIDEXTERITY DEVELOPER 


OF UNUSED BRAIN POWER. 


Germany Starts Movement to Recover 
Lost Faculty. 


A movement has been started in Ger- 
m any for the cultivation of am bidex ­ 
terity. The idea is that developing the 
power to use both hands equally well 
means developing the intelligence In 
general and the memory in particular. 
It Is said to have been scientifically 
ascertained that, while right handed 
people have the organ of speech on 
the left side of the brain, and vice 
versa, people who are am bidex trous 
have tw o language centers, one in each 
lobe of the brain. The infant begins 
life with two speech centers, but as the 
right hand is generally trained and the 
left neglected, the right speech center 
gradually grow s torpid and useless. 
The ex traordinary c’aiin is now made 
that bv the cultivation of the left hand 
the capacity of the right speech center 
of the brain can be revived, and to 
that ex tent broaden the intelligence, as 
am bidex terity Increases the use of the 
human being's hand. 
Instances are quoted by supporters 
of the movement in which practicing 
tha left hand has rescued a power of 
speech until then paralyzed. One pa­ 
tient in question was strick en by pa r­ 
alysis of the left organ of speech and 
with It paralysis of the left hand. The 
doctors started teaching the patient to 
write with the left hand, with the as- 
tonishlnir result that in a short tim e 
the power of speech was awak ened in 
the hitherto torpid organ of speech.

Edgar, 
III., to Have Shaft 
Mark ing 
Important Event. 
One of the m omentous events of 
American colonial history shortly will 
be memorialized In granite, citizens of 
Edgar, in Edgar county. 111., joining in 
the erection of a shaft on which will 
be placed the following: 
“Near here, July 18, A. I). 17(33, Colo­ 
nel George Croghan. deputy superin­ 
tendent of Indian affairs for the B rit­ 
ish government, made a preliminary 
treaty of peace w ith Pontiac, chief of 
the O ttaw as and leader of the great 
Indian confederacy. 
By the term s of 
this agreem ent the allegiance of the 
Indians 
was 
transferred 
from 
the 
French to the English, thus obtaining 
the eastern Mississippi valley for the 
Anglo-Sax on civilization.“ 
An empire that stretched from New 
York w estw ard along the great lak es 
and down the Mississippi as far as 
New Orleans was acquired by the 
British from the French. 
The dedi­ 
cation of the m onument, mark ing the 
place w here the preliminary steps lead­ 
ing to this gigantic ex change were 
tak en, doubtless will prove an event 
of interest to the historian and will 
m ark an epoch of great im portance to 
the English speak ing world.

Nephew Died Suddenly. 
The death of little Viscount Chelsea 
in 
England provided one of those 
strange changes in a m an’s fortunes 
that occur very seldom. Lord Chelsea 
died four days after his uncle, the 
Hon. Gerald Cadogan, appeared in the 
bank ruptcy court. 
Mr. Cadogan then told the official re­ 
ceiver that he had no ex pectations, as 
bank ruptcy forfeited all interest in his 
father's estates, so lie could m ak e no 
definite proposals to his creditors. 
This was on a Monday, but on the 
follow ing Friday the Hon. Gerald Cad­ 
ogan found h » » ;elf Viscount Chelsea 
and heir to an •.com e well over a half 
million dollars a year! 
Tw enty-four hours before he suc­ 
ceeded to the duk edom of Portland the 
present holder of the title w as a hard 
up lieutenant in a regiment in India. 
He had been lx >rn a distant relative of 
the then m aster of Welbeck , and there 
were several 
healthy lives between 
him and the title. 
Death, however, removed in rapid 
succession several persons who stood 
between him and the title, and from a 
junior officer he rose to an English 
duk edom and vast wealth. 


German Invents Device to Aid Divers 
From Foes. 
W hen he is work ing in w ater infest­ 
ed by shark s and other sea monsters 
lik ely to do him harm , the diver has at 
present to rely for his safety on the 
use of the k nife, or. failing that, on a 
quick return to the surface. 
Now comes the invention of Captain 
Grobl, a G erm an diving instructor, who 
has constructed a rifie which can be 
fired under w ater and is designed for 
the better arm ing of the diver. 
The most rem ark able thing about this 
is that it fires, not bullets, but water, | 
which is propelled with such force! 
that it has an ex traordinary pow er of 
penetration. 
Indeed, the inventor him-1 
self lias pierced arm or plate of m e -; 
dium thick ness with the w ater jet from 
his weapon. 
The rifle has a stout bar­ 
rel and Is loaded with a cartridge 
cased in India rubber. 
Ex perim ents were made in the six ­ 
ties with a subm arine rifle firing small 
ex plosive projectiles by m eans of com­ 
pressed air. but the invention never 
got beyond the ex perim ental stage and 
no details of it are to be had.

Nothing iu the period of E arl G rey’s 
governor generalship of the Dominion 
of Canada has been more spectacular 
or more indicative of his interest in 
the vast ex tent of territory which he 
serves than the journey to and across 
H udson’s bay, which he has Just ac­ 
complished. 
By canoe and portage, 
whaleboat 
and sailing vessel Earl Grey traveled 
as a voyager of the old adventurous 
days over the sam e trails, pack ed hard 
by the moccasined feet of 100 years, 
in the same m anner as did H eam e, 
the ex plorer, or Mack enzie, the d aunt­ 
less, or many another of the Hudson 
Bay com pany’s pioneers of 200 and 
300 years ago. 
It was a land at a standstill his ex ­ 
cellency passed through. 


Country Almost Unex plored. 
The country had never been ex plored 
from any point of view other than that 
of the hunter after fur peltries until 
E arl Grey and his companions passed 
through. Although Its rivers have been 
the highroads of commerce for many 
years, little inform ation other than the 
am ount <>f the season’s fur catch has 
been sifted from the country. 
And this is most natural. 
F or while 
Canada as a whole has been advancing 
rapidly, this district has been m ark ing 
time. 
Wedged in between the great 
w heat acres of the south, ice blown 
H udson’s bay to the north, the mix ed 
farm ing country of the Sask atchew an 
to the west and the mining regions of 
new Ontario to the eastw ard, this vast 
and almost inaccessible area has held 
sullenly aloof from the w hite man and 
is track ed only by Indians and game, 
i 
Until viceroyalty appeared it was a 
barren land—a desert w ithin an oasis. 
| Now the magic wand of power and 
prestige waves over the country, and it 
becomes a land of gold, of w heat and 
of many riches. 
! 
Members of the party also bring 
back word of w hat the outside world 
| has ever suspected to be the case—that 
it is a huntsm an’s and fisherm an’s par- j 
adise, a limitless holiday ground for 
millions of people. 
They also tell tales 
of meeting m en—men of the frontier— ' 
miners 
and 
prospectors, 
who 
have 
stak ed out claims In quartz and sand. 
One old veteran on Pipestone lak e 
showed them mica, and the party itself 
discovered petroleum w ithout having 
to be shown. 
Transportation Facilities Needed. 
But the w ealth of the country is of 
little use unless some m eans can be em ­ 
ployed to get it out to the civilized 
m ark ets of the world, and it Is most in­ 
teresting and encouraging to all Cana­ 
dians to hear what Earl Grey and his' 
companions have to say upon the feasi­ 
bility of the Hudson bay route as an 
outlet for the western harvest and the 
products of the Keewatin and Ungave. 
For 178 years Hudson bay has been 
navigated 
by traders 
and 
whalers’ 
ships continuously with the ex ception 
of one year. 
Still scientists speak du­ 
biously of the possibility of mak ing 
use of Hudson bay for commercial | 
purposes, and old and wily navigators 
smile 
caustically 
and 
shak e 
their 
heads when they are told within a de-j 
cade the northern route will duplicate 
the St. Law rence trade. 
Ships have frequented the bay for 
three hundred years and more, and 
scarcely a ship has ex perienced serious 
trouble, although the m ajority of them 
have been sailing vessels w ithout aux ­ 
iliary 
power to k eep them moving! 
through the ice. 
There are no arti- i 
ficial aids to navigation in the bay. 
no detailed or accurate charts being j 
available, no currents, no m agnetism i 
carefully work ed out. 
Channels Always Navigable. 
Earl Grey lias had compiled a list, 
a very incomplete list, but none the 
less valuable, of the most ex perienced | 
aud intelligent of the American and; 
Scotch 
whaling 
m asters 
who 
have!

straits each year. 
From these the 
opinion appears to be unanim ous that

Earl Grey lias put an end to another 
misbelief. 
Hudson bay never has and 
never will lie frozen over in winter. 
He has this on the authority of In­ 
dians. Esk imos, trappers and traders 
who, either themselves or their a n­ 
cestors. have inhabited the shores of 
the bay for centuries. 
T he bay may 
sometimes be more or less covered 
with flouting ice. but its great depth 
and the strength of its currents mak e 
its surface proof against frost.
